mard( that is, Ours) come together to a mot legall end (that is, Our ſe- 
eurity and Pre'ereation) were to leavy Warre againſt Us, and who appear 
inthis Conmy (and We are confident they are ſo throughout the Kingdom) 
no lefſe ſatisfied with the Legality , Cenveniency, and Neceſlity ofthefe 
OurGuards, andno lefſeſenfible of the indignities and dangers ( which 
makes it neceſſary ) then We are Qur ſelves; Yer ifthat Paper be really 
the At of both Houſes, We cannot looke upon ir, but as the higheſt of 
Scorns and Indignities; firft, to iſſue commands of Force againſt Us, and 

after thoſe have appeared uſcleſſe, to offer, by Petition, to perſwade Usto 

that which that Force fhould have cffc&ed. 

We conclude this Anſwer to your Petition, with our Counſell to you,

the Authors and Publiſhers of them) as feditiou cavour to dif-able 
Us from prote&ing Our People,by weakning ( by falſe afperfions, and new 
falſe Do&rines)Ovur Authority wich cthem,and their confidence in Us. The 
articulars of which Tumulcs and Pamphlers We would long ſince have ta- 
en care, that Our learned Councell ſhould have been enabled to give in & 
vidence, if, upon Our former offer , We had received any return of incou- 
ragemcnt frum you init. Andif you do this, youthen (and hardly till then) 
will perfwade the world, That you have diſcharged your duty to God , the 
truſt repoſed in you by the People, and the fundamentall Laws and Confti- 
turions of che Kingdome, and imployed your care and utmoſt powerto 
ſecurethe Parliament; (for we are ſtil] a part of the Parliament, and ſhalbe 
till chis well-founded Monarchy be turned to a Democracic) and co preſerve 
the peace andquier ofthe Kingdome. Which, rogether with the defence 
of the Proreſtant profefſion, the Laws of the Land, and Our own juſt Prero- 
gaiive(as a part of, and a defence tothoſe Laws) have been the main end, 
Which, in Qur Conſulcations and ARtions, We propoſedto Qur Sclf. 
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
